Bald ,the men obtained all the 
money in the tf?!ers' cages and 
the vault but "d'.'Jn't get all' the 
money becaus some if it was hid 
out." 
He declined to amplify the 
statement. 


Waggoner laid the men, about 
middle-aged, 
carried • automatic 
pistota. 


The robbers herded into the 
vault J. T. Yeager, cashier; Wag- 
goner, Hiss Maude Crawford, a 
customer; and F. M. Grayaon of 
Dallas, who walked in while the 
men were gathering up the mon- 
ey. He was accosted by the man 
left' to guard the doors of the 
bank. 
One of th» men drew e. pistol 
and told Miss Crawford to follow 
the men behind the cages and 
forced all of them into the vault. 
The second man ransacked the 
vault, meanwhile, and all left, with 
the warning: 


"Now «tay In there until you 
hear our car drive off. If you fol- 
low orders, none of you will get 
hurt. Be sure and don't try to 
come out, until you hear us leave 
In our car."

"We demand," he said, "that na- 
tions which have already arrived 
in Africa do not block at every 
step Italian expansion"—a demand 
said to have been aimed particu- 
larly at France.

Outnumbers Army 
And Navy Forces 


WASHINGTON, March 19— (O*. 
—Attorney General Cummln^s said 
today that America's underworld 
has more armed men than the 
United States army and 
navy 


combined. 
The statement was made to the 


senate judiciary committee as it 
began consideration of a group of 
bills submitted by the justice de- 
partment to aid the government 
in a war on gangsters. 
Speaking in a calm, quiet voice, 
he called on congress to enact 
strong legislation, asserting: 
"There are more people under

36, Austin 30,

38, 
Corpus Christi 36, Dallas 32, Del 
Rio 34, El Paso 34, Galveston 38, 
Houston 34, Palestine 28, Port 
Arthur 34 and San Antonio 38. 
The forecast for Texas was fair 
anr warmer tonight and tomorrow. 
Jacksonville 
reported that the 
East Texas tomato crop escaped 
serious damage in the week-end 
freeze not over 5 per cent. A few 
planti had been carried to the 
fields and were killed but most 
of them were In frames and were 
protected by heavy sheets. Because 
most peach trees were dormant, 
little damage to them was antici- 
pated. 
Paris fruit 
crops 
were 
hurt 
slightly in a minimum of 26 de- 
grees. It was too early to gauge 
the damage to Corslcana fruit and 
truck and other crops were un- 
scathed. Abilene estimates of fruit 
damaged from nothing to 50 per 
cent.Damage to Tomato Crop. 
Heavy wind and frost had caused 
an estimated 25 per cent damage 
to the tomato crop in the Yoakum 
belt. At first it was feared all the 
crop was destroyed but a survey 
revealed that many growers had 
not set their plants in the field 
and others had covered them. Most 
of the acreage lost will be reset.

Between hysterical sohs, she told 


police her husband had left their 
home in anger after a quarrel Sat- 
urday night. A neighbor said he 
saw 'McHale run hatless from the 
house a short time before the 
mother returned. 
She found one child, Helen, 
4 


, years old, dead, but until late yes- 
terday believed the other three, 
Anna. 6; Margaret, 5, and Agnes, 
18 months old, were still alive in 
the hospital where they were ta- 
ken. 
When she was told all were 


dead, she collapsed and was un- 
able to go to the morgue to iden- 
tify them as required by ' w. 
McHale, a 31-year-old CW; work- 
er, was sought in all parts of the 
Bronx. 
Hospitals, 
morgue and 


the waterfront were watched on 
the theory he might commit sui- 
cide. Police learned McHale was 
deeply religious and kept a close 
eye on churches in the vicinity. 
His description was broadcast by 
teletype to New York and four 
nearby states. 
Deputy Chief Inspector Henry 
Bruckman, in charge of Bronx 
detectives, called the slayings the 
"act of a demented man."

It was said the gangstes In- 
tended to kidnap the 74-year-old 
runaway from American justice 
and hold the former Chlcagoan 
for ransom In Cretan caves or 
on islands nearby. 


Commenting on this latest and 


wildest of all sensational stories 
which accompanied Insull's most 
recent escape on the sluggish ves- 
sel Maiotls, police denied that any 
kidnapers could have boarded the 
nhip while It was in the Athens 


Nevertheless, the gangster story 
wts widely "played" in the Greek 
prtis. 


Avlde from this, there seemed 


no foundation for the rumor oth- 
er than the Piraeus harbor mas- 
ter's announcement that he had 
received no messages from the 
ship In which Insull Is bound for 
some unknown asylum since 6 
o'clock Sunday afternoon. 


The Associated Press attempted 
to check the reports. But re- 
ceived no reply to wireless queries 
sent direct to Insull aboard the 
Maiotis. 


Until she passed out of Greek 
territorial waters, the vessel char- 
tered by Insull was ordered 
to 
communieate regularly with the 
port of Piraeus.

Designed to stabilize cotton pri-

production in the 
coining cotton year to ten million 
bales and levy a tax of fifty per 
cent of the market value on sta- 
ple produced in excess of quotas 
allocated to producers. 
Termed an emergency measure, 
it would have a life of two yean 
and could be extended a third 
year by presidential proclamation. 
Production in the second and 
third years would be fixed by 
the secretary of agriculture, pro- 
vided two-thirds of the grower* 
approve continuation of the law. 
The President would be empower- 
ed to suspend It at any time. 


Advocates of the measure war* 
surprised by the vote piled up 
for the Bankhead bill. They had 
expected a close vote. 


Many Democrats who previous- 
ly indicated they would 
oppoi* 
the bill, approved it. 


Privately some democratic lead- 
ers attributed collapse of opposi- 
tion in tire democratic ranks to 
the fact that Speaker Ralney to 
keeping a check on democrat!

EXECUTION SCENE 


HERNANDO, Miss., March 16.— 
V-Three 
young Memphis ne- 
groei died on the gallown here 
early today for a criminal assault 
on a 17-year-old Holly Springs, 
Miss., school girl. 
Two hundred steel hehneted Na- 
tional Guardsmen, who rushed the 
negroes 
here from 
the 
Hinds 
county jail at Jackson, Miss., sur- 
rounded the jail to hold back a 
luge throng of Hernando resi- 
dents and citizens from surround- 
ng counties as Johnny Jones, Er- 
nest McOehee and Isaac Howard 
were executed. 
Howard and MeG«hee, the first 


to die, went to their deaths sing- 
Ing religious songs, but Jones did 
not utter a word. 
The' hanging was witnessed by 
Clyde Collins of Holly Springs, 
Miss, father of tbr attack victim. 
A bill which would have permit- 
ted him to spring the trap was 
killed by a honsn committee af- 
ter being passed by the senate.

ARRESTED TODAY 


EARL JOINER CAPTURED AT 


FARM HOUSE TEN MILES 


WEST OF HOUSTON 


HOUSTON, 
March 
17— 
Earl Joiner, wanted In several 
Texaa robberies, was captured by 
Sheriff Blnford and a posse at a 
farm 
house 
10 miles west of 
Houston about daylight today. 
With him was his wife, Estelle 
Davis Joiner. 
The couple was arrested while 
in bed at1 the farm house. The 
owner of the farm also was taken 
into custody. 


Binford, with several deputies 
and Norman York, private detec- 
tive, went to the home about day- 
light. 
A deputy knocked at the door 
and the farmer appeared with a 
lantern. As he opened the door, 
Binford yelled, '"put 'em up." 
The farmer reached downward. 
Binford shouted "put 'em up or 
I'll cut you in two." 
The farmer surrendered and the 
posse rushed into the house. 
Joiner and his wife were in a 
bed room, with the covers pulled 
over their faces as If they were 
asleep. 
"It's a tough ^ break," Joiner 
said. 
His wife pulled a dress over 
her night clothes and the trio were 
taken to Harris county jail. 
Joiner was accused of maneuver- 
Ing the prison break at Olla, La., 
several months ago in which three 
persons were killed. With him at 
the time was Charlie Frazler, who 
was shot two weeks ago In an 
abortive 
penitentiary' break 
at 
Huntsville. 
Joiner was caught and returned 
to Crockett for trial in a bank 
robbery there. He escaped again. 
He told Sheriff Binford he had 
been living at the house only a 
few days. 


Prison Break Leader 
BATON ROUGE, La., March 17. 


— (JS*I — Earl Joiner, desperado cap- 
tured today near Houston, Texas, 
was one of the leaders of a break 
engineered 
by 
convicts at the 
Louisiana penal farm at Angola, 
September 10, 1933, behind a bar- 
rage of shot that claimed the 
lives of a camp captain and two 
guards. 
Twelve convicts participated in 
the break, one being killed in the 
escape attempt, and all the others 
except one, Walter T. Henderson, 
Shreveport, La., bandit, being sub- 
sequently killed or captured. 
Joiner was received at the penal 
farm 
November 
18, 1932 
from 
Rapides Parish, Louisiana, under 
27 to 46 years sentence for rob- 
bery and shooting with intent to 
murder.

More than 2,000 persons, includ- 
ing members of the British con- 
sulate's staff, were reported to- 
day to have been massacred at 
Kashgar 
in 
Sinkiang, Chinese 


Tuhkestan, by fierca Tungan na- 
tives. 
The massacre, dispatches from 


Tashkent said, came In a bloody 
battle between the rebels and the 
military of the recently-proclaim- 
ed "independent government." 
The fighting ensued when Tun- 
gan swooped down 
upon 
the 
town and 
freed 
a garrison of 
Tungans which had been besieg- 
ed in a fortress by troops of the 
independent government. 
A 
number 
were 
slain 
and 
wounded at the British consulate 
when 
government troops 
drew 
Tungan fire by taking 
refuge 
nearby after falling back from 
an 
unsuccessful 
counter attack 


upon the Tungans. 
Dispatches said the beaten gov- 
ernment 
troops 
had 
been 
strengthened by a 
union 
with 
detachments under the command 
of the Emir of Chotan. Then, 
while this 
body 
occupied 
Jar- 
kent, partisan groups of Uygurs 
and Kirghiz, fighting on the side 
of the independents, succeeded In 
cutting off Kashgar.
